Somewhere along the line, 

gardeners have, gotten out of 
I lie Calla Lily habit, w h i c h 
seems a shame when you con­ 
sider all the (,'ood things Callas 
have done for California gar- 
dens of ye.steryear. Per h a p s 
It's time we took a new look 
at this old friend.

Certainly from the stand­ 
point of bloom, the familiar 
white Calla is about as useful 
as they come. It is often near­ 
ly evergreen and everbloom- 
ing in our milder coastal cli­ 
mates and where frosts does 
nut it short, the Calla is 
among the first plants to re­ 
appear. Even at its worst, it 
produces bloom for half a 
year.

AS Wit LOOKS, vou are

old friend if you can't see its 
attraction. The bold trumpets 
of white lhal are set off by 
the deep green of I he foilage 
would set the horticultural 
world on its ear if they wore 
recent, introductions. It's an in­ 
justice to overlook them as be­ 
ing merely old hat.

And culturally, they don't 
come any easier to handle. Cal­ 
las grow in anything and per­ 
sist for years even without tha 
minimum of attention. They 
are much better for a rich soil, 
however, and abundant water. 
The California Association of 
Nurserymen suggests planting 
them at lawn't edge in some 
corner of the garden so that 
I hoy share in the regular wa­

tering schedule. Work s I e e r 
manure into the soil at plant­ 
ing time and set the tuberous 
roots four to six inches deep.

LII'TING AM) dividing Cal­ 
las is not an annual necessity 
by any means, but it's a good 
way to increase your planting. 
If your climate is mild enough 
so that the plants never die 
back, lift them anyway and re­ 
plant immediately. They can 
take it.

The gardener who reac- 
quaints himself with the com­ 
mon white Callas should also 
introduce himself to Golden 
Callas and Pink Callas if he 
doesn't already know them. 
Golden Calla is much like the 
White Calla in size and shape,

Californiiiiis arc lucky and 
southern Californians espec­ 
ially so-—in having so many 
plants lhal thrive either in­ 
doors or out. There is great ad­ 
vantage in being able to bring 
the outdoors in and vice versa,

but its flower color is a rich 
golden yellow.

PINK CALLA, on the < 
hand, is a little gem of a | hint 
for borders and rock 
where you can tuck it i 
you see fit. The color is a 
cate pink and the whole ] 
is miniature, seldom more 
than 12 or 18 inches high. It's 
the kind of plant that you fall 
in love with at first sight.

SKVKItAL PALMS and re­ 
lated shrubs can be grown in­ 
side or out. A handful of Phil- 
odcndrons. the showv Aralia,

the Rubber I'lant, the vining 
Fatshodera and several ferns, 
For winter bloom, a few pots- 
ful of Cyclamen on either side 
of a window pane can be your 
number one attraction.

Consider the Palms for a 
j minute. Have you ever grown 
(the Pigmy Dale Palm and en- 
j joyed its true palmlike appear­ 
ance, complete with arching 
fronds? This miniature tree 
can also be grown inside — 
started in early life as no 
more than a pot plant and 
gradually moved into larger 
containers for patio and lanai 
use. Or the Lady Palm, that 
reedlike centerpiece for patio 
and terrace. It, too. can be 
tubbed for indoors.

A.MOM, rol'MLESS I'lnl- 
odendrons. the S'jllouin va­ 
riety has the C.A.N.'s highest 
recommendation f o r house, 
lanai or patio. The huge leaves 

I are showiest of a showy Cam- 
iily — deeply split ancl often 
las much as 20 or more inches 
across.

Hoya. or Wax Vine as you 
may know this while-flowering 
vine, can be grown in a tub 
and trained lo frame both 
sides of a large window. 
Fatshcdera, a cross between 
Ivy and Aralia il'atsia) makes 
a perfect wall covering in a 
lanai room, and Aralia can 
grow right alongside of it. Ex­ 
periment will turn up others 
and no doubt, your C.A.N. nur­ 
seryman will, too. Once you 
get started, growing indoor- 
outdoor plants can be a hobby.
